And that can I ſay but in compariſon ofthe hap- 
pines of that eſtate when it was quiet at home, and 
made warre abroade beyond the Alpes, and from 
it ſclfe on the other {ide the Sea. Then was it in the 


fartheſt parts knowne to be Regina gentium , the 2c,rcl. 
Queene of Nations, when at home by the courrte- #5. 14- 
Ous 


Ammia 
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ous entertaynment of all Strangers it was found to 
be Virtutum omninm domicilium , thereceptacleof 
all vertues, whoſe vertue had not vice ſupplanted, 
and driven out of her gates, ſhe had never within 
her owne walls embrewed her hands in her owne 
bowels, Let thereforcthe example of that famous 
Citty bean inſtruction and forewarning vnto thee, 
Be not couctous,ouer delicate and proud; ſpare nor 
thy purſe to keepe warre from thy dores; think th 

bargaine great, ifthou disburſethe moſt of thy ſub- 
ſtance, to purchaſe thy peace. Thinke it not ſhame 
tothy men of auQthoritie to dye,not leaving wher- 
with ro bring their bodies to the graue, for ſoit 
was with Falerius Publicola , who having foure 
times beene Conſull of Rome , and by the conſent 
of all men ſayed tobe Princeps belli paciſque artibas, 
the onely man for gouernment in warre and peace, 
his pouertie is recorded not to his ſhame, but ro his 
prayſe: nor holdit reprochſull rothe widowes of 
thy beſt men to be relecued by the beneuolence of 
their husbands friends, as it happened to the wife 
of Regulus, then whom there neuer dyed Romaine 
with better mind tohis Countrey, nor greater ho- 
nour to him ſelfe : neyther let it ſeeme much vnto 
thee, that the daughters of thoſe which ſpend their 
hues in thy ſervice be endowed out of thy treaſury, 
as was the daughter of Scipio, the nobility of Rome 
pittying the long abſence of her Father, and the 
lofle of the flowre of her age , It was well with 
Rome when vertue \yith her was ſo embraced and 


{o 
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ſo rewarded. But when waxing proud; ſhe waſted 
her wealth, in ſumptuous buildings, ſuperfluous 
feaſts, and rich attire, wantonnes was in her ſtreets, 
vice poſſeſſed her houſes, and miſeric ſoone after 
ouertooke her ſelie. Bethou therefore at dehance 
with pride, forbeare all vanitie and {uperfluitic of 

expence , Know that houſes are places to bayte in 
tor a while, andnot to abide infor euer, that they 
are prouided to ſerue neceſsitie, rather trhento nou. 
riſn delicacie, and that for the common wealth 
much better it is that good hoſpitality be kept, then 
that faire houſes be built, Remember alſo that men 
ſhould eate to liue, not live to cate, and that the 


— 


throat being giuen but for a paſlage totheſtomack,' 
from whenceto cuery part nouriture isto be ſent, 
for maintenanceof the body , abſurd and vile it is, 
for thethroats onely pleaſure, to burthen the ſto- 
macke, to weakenthe body, todullthe minde, to 
empty the purſe, and to ſhortenthe life ; none gay- 
ning by acarcaſſe pampered,but wormes by which 
it ſhall be deuoured . Laſtly thinke, how vaine the 
excelle of apparrell is , whereof the great varictie 
ſheweth the extreame vanity of the people: all coſt 
being loſty which is beſtowed inthe needleſſe bra- 
_ veriethereof . It ſerueth to effeminate the minds 
of men, to prouoke the luſts of the fleſh, and ro 
kindle pridein the hart, and cauſeth many to want 
intheyr olde age, which had roo much in theyr 
youth ; whoſe folly ſeemeth no lefſethen theirs, 


which lade them ſclues with many clothes in the 
Co! Sommer, 
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Sommer, and for want goe naked inthe VVinter, 

Of all theſe the vſe is needefull, but hurtfull is the 

abuſe,which being diſcouered is to be reſtrained in 

a vyell ordered common wealth , O that thy peo- 

ple would conſider this, and make profit thereof, 

mn ſparing fromthcir bellies to feede the hungry, in 

_ ſaving fromtheir backes to cloath thenaked : So 

| ſhould they abſtaine from euill, and doo good,they 

5 hs ſhould auoide the offence, and procure the tauour 

of Almightie God; and much more able ſhould 

they be to ſcrue thee for defence of them ſelues, 

Now here I ſeemeto heare thee ſay, that calling to 

minde what before hath beene ſayed, of theconti- 

nuall change and neuer reſting courſe of the world, 

and finding thy ſelfe guiltie of thoſe blemiſhes, 

wherewith the beauty of Rome was defaced , be- 

fore ſhefell, thou canſt not but feare an alteration 

of thy fortune, & think thou ſhalt reſemble Rome 

| heereafter inthe dayes of her ſorrow , as heereto- 

forethou haſt done in herflouriſhing yeares. Ide- 

nie not but that all things of neceſsitie muſt alter, 

which are brought forth by nature, and I know

I doubt not therefore but thou mayelt be as 
Rome was, or as Fraunce is embrevwed in thine 


owne blood, wounded with thine owne hand,and 
torne in peeces by thine owne ſtrength , or other- 
wiſe inuaded and ſubdued by forraine power , as. 
heertofore thy ſelfe hath been, eſpecially the {innes 
of thy people prouoking the wrath of thy God a- 
gainſt thee, Yer giue me fauour to ſpeake,and haue 
patienceto heare what truly I ſhall ſay, Farre other 
thou art then Rome was when it fell to decay; that 
being ſet on fireby the burning ambition of great 
Potentates, £Marius and Silla , Pompei and Ceſar, 
equall in power and in place, in degree and in dig- 
nity, hauing vnder them many to kindle, and nor 
any ouer them to quench,the flame of their deſire : 
which being inſatiable became intollerable, and 
not being bridedled in time, could not be indured 
long ofthe common wealth. Neyther art thou like 
thy lifter Fraunce whoſe territories are large , farre 
remoued fromtheeye of their King, whole Towns 
and Caſtelsare many and ſtrong, apt andealie to be 
held beeing ſurpriſed by ſeditious men ; hauing 
neighbours at hand in loue with her beautie, en-

two of onename, bur of Nation divers, contended 
tor thy Scepter, athird being by force put from it, 
which of right ſhould have borne it, oportunitie 
was given to ſet aconquering footein thy mare 

Land, 
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Land, not vnlikely to be ſubdued being diſconten- 
ted forthe wrong at home, and diſmayed with the 
ſodaine ſight of an valooked for inuation; So waſt 
thou at a battaile well tought , and well followed, 
brought vnder the new yoake of a forraine Ruler, 7%» 
the ende of thy former toyle being the beginning ©" 
of thy future woe . Since when, often times thou 
haſt beena wofull ſpectacle to thine owne eyes,be- 
holding the fearcfull face of ciuill warres, waſting

of God, that of conſcience thou (houldeſt pertome 
thy duty, both to him and her, If the weakebe op- 
preſſed, in her gracethey findereliefe, it the ſtrong 
preſume too farre, her Maicſtie doth hold them vn- 
der , whereby it commethito paſle that eytherfor 
conſcience ſake, or by force of gouernment, thou 
haſt peace and knowelt no warre at home . And 
that thou mayeſt be ſtrong againſt foraine invalion,

And 
Toſuz-19 when the Lord foughtfor Iiraell againſt the Amo- " 
rites, he ſtayed the Sunnein Gibeon, & the Moone 
in the valley of Aialon, vntill the people avenged 
them (elues of their enemies.So as the Sunne abode 
inthe middes of the heauen, and haſted not to goe 
downe, tora wholeday , andthere was no day like 
thatbefore it, nor after it . Inlikeſort it is greatly 
to be hoped (which aboueall things with feruent 
prayer isto bedelired) that the ſame God will ſtop 
the ſtreame of whatſoeuer may hurt thy Soueraigns 
health, and ſtay the courſe of her life ſo long , - 
no health, nolife, of any mortall Creature ſhallbe © 
like vnto hers, that ſhyning amongſt the Princes of 
thecarth, as the Sunne amiddeſt the ſtarres of hea- 
uen, ſhe may giuelighr and life vnto his church for 
along while, & be very late, if not thelaſt, in going 
downe , No doubt as it vyas the pleaſure of the 
omniporent God to deliuer her out of the hands of 
her aduerſaries in miraculous ſort, and to rayſe her 
to her princely ſeate ouer thee, ad as of eſpeciall 
 andexceeding fauour, he hath in wonderfull wiſe 
cuer {ithence preſerued her from the miſcheeuous 
practiſes, and dangerous attempts of many enemies 
abroade, and at home, firſtthar ſhe might be, ſince

power happy and immorrall, excelling the ſtate and 
condition of all humaine things whatſocuer , Epi-

 enrws is fayed ſo to have thought, and firſt by the 2g. ves. 
word els, aptly to haue expreſſed that precon-  7- 
ceipt, which of God by anticipation of nature, be- 
fore all other inſtruction , he ſuppoſed euery man

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tobe indued with: ſonow, thatthe moſt carnall 
prophane men, haue an inward ſence of that natu-" 
rallinſtin, which while they are men they cannot 
ſhake off, generally for the moſt part ir is concea- 
.uved. It wereto be wiſhed that ſoit were, that the 
knowledge of God being rootedin the minds of 
all, not any could ſay in their harts,there is no God, 
But when experience as welof that former wicked 
age, as of theſe latter wretched dayes, is a witnes, 
thatinalltimes ſome there are, who not onely dare 
ſay in their harts, but glory with their lipsto pro- 
nounce,that all religion of God isameere deuile of 
man, found out of pollicie to contayne men in du- 
tie, what force can nature be ſayedto haue, or 
what ruleto beare in the minds of thoſe touchin 
God,whom ſo godleſle arefolution hathraken,an 
doth poſleſſe ? For, they deny Godin very deede, 
whatſocuer in word they ſeeme to profeſle, which 
takefrom him that reverence, and that feare, which 
in reſpeQ of excellencieand of power, is due vnto 
him as he is a God, VVherforenot Diagoras alone 
was to be named «»% who in plaine termes denied, 
Lecetiu,, thatthere was any God at all,but Epicurws alſo,who 
firſt troad the religion of God'vnder his foote;'and 
as many asfor like impicty,ſeemeto beof his poſte- 
ritie, worthily are ro betermed Athieſts : of which 
ſortthe number being ſach , asthe lewd lips , and 
liues of many ſhew it to be, how ſhould I Gelcone!

For when God 
madethe world, and all the creatures therein, he

forgetfull at his meateto reach forth his hand to 
thediſh, the other not knowing what the matter 
meant, when the Towne of Syracuſe was taken 
wherein he liued, his houſe ſpoyled, and the ſword 
drawne ouer his head whereby he periſhed .

wicked fooles, as by reaſon be nc led, trothinke 
there isa God , are not of the number of thoſe 
which are made in the likenes of God, and areto 
be accounted men, by the indgement of all learned 
men, diuine, and prophane . Bur leaſt I may ſeeme 
vntruly to affirme that, which the world with com-

{wered, that in trueth to God neyther nature nor 
number can beaſcribed, he being aneſſenceinno

{inglenes he be conſidered, For although he be not 
I 2 ſeenc 
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ſeene of men, but in the glaſſe of nature, yettherin 
his greatnes doth appeare ſo much to exccede her 
compaſlle, as calily they perceaue, and aſluredly re- 
ſoluethat he is ſo much aboue, and ſo farre with- 
out her reach, asthat he cannot be ſubiect to the 
force of herlawes. V Vherfore, when mortall men 
according to theyr naturall vnderſtanding ſearch 
for him, they finde what he is not, and there-vpon 
conclude him to be that which moſt probablyrhey | 
conccaue him to be, though his fulnes of theyr 
weaknescan neuer be comprehended. V Vhereof 
it hath been, that ſundry wiſe & learned men haue ' 
thought no better way to dehne what he was, then 
by way of deniall, ro ſhew what he was, not ſaying 
that neyther the heauen, nor the skie, northeſun, 
nor the moone, northe elements, nor the world 
was God, but the works of God, and therfore God 
tobethe maker of all, Soreaſon teaching that mul- 
tiplicity muſt needes be after vnity , and that one 
there muſt be, before many ones there can be, the 
ſame concludeth,that God which is the firſt,cannor 
be gat ſed vnus , not many but one, Againe, 
ſith nothing can be compounded which may not 
be Ifſolued , it followeth; that God which is euer- 
laſting without diſſolution, could not be but eter- 
nall withgut compoſition, and therefore ens vnum 

et ſimplicimum , Ando being moſt reaſonable ir is 
rothinke, that he that is onely,and merely one,one 
inall vnity. and ſimplicity , is fitteſt to ſer at one 
thoſe things which arc of contrary diſpoſition, he 
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being not likely to leaneto eyther ſide, who hath 
nothing in him bending to eyther part , whereas 
being many and diuers (as diuers they muſt be, if 
they be manie) they could not poſsibhe make a 
eace, where contrariety mooueth a warre, For 
$i ſhould things ſubie:t vntothem , by them be 
drawnetogether, who through diverſity of them 
ſelues are not one, but ſtand aſunder ? How ſhould 
fireend water, become friends, it asThales thought, Dirge.leerr. 
there were one God to doo all out of water, and | 
one other,as Heraclitus might as wel haue thought, 
to doo as much out of fre , Therecould not, nor 
there needed not an attonement to be made be- 
tweene them, if both Gods had powera like by 
eyther, withoutthe helpe of other to doo what he 
would , But they muſt be vnited and coupled as 
man and wite , before any lyuing thing can be 
brought forth ,. |

And that therein alſo did appearethat mul- 
tiplicity of Gods, doth ouerthrow the dignity of a 
God, that from many, many miſchiefes would en- 
ſue, and that torule in order, keepe in peace,and in 
happines to preſeruethe world , there needed but 
one, and more then one there could not be , For 
their auCthority being deuided, and ſeuered ſondry 
wayes, they were cuer at ſtrife and contention to- 
gether, about the ſauing or deſtroying of men, ar- 
mies, Cittics, and common yealths.

Pallas be- 
ing wholy for Greece, ſtopped her eares at the pray- 
ers, and regarded not the teares of Hecuba, and 0- 
ther the Ladies of Troy, and in fauour of the Gre- 
cians, reaſoned with 7upiter, when all the reſt kept 
ſilence. Arthe length they fell all together by the 
cares, Pallas with Mars and Venus, ouerthrowing 
the one, and ouercomming the other , Neptune 
protoked A4polle, who refuſing to fight, Diana was 
offended, and reproched him tor a coward, Then 
Iunotooke her vp for her boldnes, and ___ ſat 
laughing in heauen to behold thefolly of them all, 
Such arethey by the Poets noted, ſuch their aQti- 
ons and affeQions deſcribed to be,not comly for 
mortall creatures, but more vnſeemmely for heauen- 
lie wights, and moſt vnworthy ſuch as ſhould be 
rulers and gouernoursof the world , Heere if my 

urpoſe were to ſtand vpon the opinions of men, 
| could ſhew their| indgements by reporting their 
ſayings, which being infinite, are nor ſo many as 
they are manifeſt to prooue there is no God but 
one.

No man can be thought ſo 
free from the corruption of nature , which in that 
caſe doth nor offend, in word,or in thought, open 
ly before the world,or ſecretly within him ſelf, But

earth, as God him ſelfe was in heaven, having all 
knowledge of good and cuill, what followed ? He 
ſaw his owne nakednes, whereof he was aſhamed, 
and durſt not come foorth into Gods preſence 


whom 
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whom he had offended, but finding himſelfero 
be ſtripped of all, and that of that God , who moſt 
frankly had giuen all, even all power, and perfecti- 
on, perfection of his owne nature, and power ouer 
euery creature vato him, he knew nothing more, 
then the power of God, andthe weaknes of him 
ſelfe, and that for his preſumptuous delire to know 
both good andeuill, his knowledge then was of 
Gods former goodnes, Which iuſtly he was depti- 
ved of to his ſhame, and of his preſent ill eſtate, 
which to his greefe deſcruedly he wasentering in- 
to, For his wife being puniſhed in the ſorrow of 
her birth, and the earth curſed for his ſake, and/for 
his woe, out of Paradice his princely ſcare as 
throwne, by the hand of his God.and by the {word 
of the ſame God there drawne , and ſhaken againſt 
him, he was kept from euer comming in againe. 
So being baniſhed from his natiue bleſſed ſoyle,and 
turned into the wide world wherethe carth yeel- 
ded thiſtles and bryars vnto him , -as teſtimonies of 
her rebellion towards him, in regard of hispre- 
ſumption againſt God, the preſent vie of a toileſom 
life,and theperpetuall memory of his happines loſt, 
Gaue him \ 4 1965 to vnderſtand, how boun- 
tifull and full of power the hand of God was vnto 
him at the firſt, in giving, and forcing all tobe vn- 
der hisrule, and then how hard and heauy it was 
vpon him, that for maintenance of his life, he was 
driuen to ſtriuewith the carth , which though he 
trod vnder his fecte, he could not ſubdue withour 
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the ſtrength of his hands, and the ſweate of his 
browes.. Heere, of all ſorts, the power of the God 
omnipotent, isto be ſeene: the pooreſtare not of 
leſle value, nor the baſeſt of meaner account, then 
duſt, which was rayſed to the poſleſsion, and com- 
maundement of all worldly things: the richeſt, and 
greateſi haue not more, nor more aucthorny then 
had he, which was owner and ruler of all, between 
heauen and earth, from the vttermoſt bounds, and 
round about the compaſle of the ſame; who not- 
withſtanding, became naked, baniſhed, and forced 
to labour, or not to live , After the {innes of the 
world , with the Sonnes of men growingtobein- 
finite, and infinitely to exceede, in contempt of 
God, and heigthof pride, God to make knowne 
toall thepeople of the earth, that he could both 
deſtroy, and preſerue, both call together, and ſcat- 
ter aſunder, at his pleaſure, he firſt opened the win- 
dowes of heauen, and brake vp the fountaines of 
the deepe, whereby all the mountaynes vnder hea- 
uen werecouered,and the whole earth ouer-whel- 
med with water, and none faued alive but onely 
Noah , with ſuch few as in his arke, by the com- 
maundement of God were preſcrued ; and when 
being encreaſed and multiplied, they went abour 
to erecta Tower, which ſtanding on the earth, 
ſhould reach vpto heaven, as if they would clime 
vptothe higheſt, and (it with him above, he made 
their owne tongues the inſtrument of their owne 
puniſhmear,by confoundingtheirowne language, 
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in ſuch ſort, as ſpeaking, they were heard, and not 
vnderſtoode: whereby they were ſcattered, their. 
weaknes appeared, and the building was left vn- 

done; but ſtanding high, as a monument of their TheTower 
vanity, and of his omnipotencie, farre, and neere, of Babilon 
tobe ſcene , VVhat diverſity then was there, be- \pnonen'e” 
tweene the rich and the poore, the mighty,and the nity and 
weake, when all of all ſorts were drowned , eight ©9<50m- 
onely , not for wealth or dignity; bur for iuſtice, 
and vertueexcepted ? Or what preheminence had 

any , when all could ſpeake , and nonedeliuer his 

minde, all heare, and not one vnderſtand ? Ir fol- +,, .: , 
lowed that the rich ſoyle about Sodom and Gomor- ſoyle abour 


r4, which was asthe Garden of the Lord, before ory:

becauſe he had power with God, and ſhould pre-

by his brethren caſt into apit, from which being 
lifted out, he was firſt ſold to the Iſmalites, after by

them to Potiphar : laſtly being falſly accuſed of his

ring the Lord,andthe Lord being with him, whart- 
ſocuer he did, did proſper, till at length he became 
ruler ouer all Egipt . Great was the pouerty, and 
Exod.1,2,3, the miſerie extreame, which the [ſraclites did ſuf- 
$,9,19: fervnder Pharao, a King, but proud, and hardned 

in hart, againſtthe great King of heauen and earth, 
The miſery V Vhile they (poore ſoules) were cruelly afflicted, 
ofthe 1{rac- all manner of Fonchge being layed vponthem, to 
wes ver make them weary of theirliues , Pharao affyingin 
his owne ſtrength, ſcornfully asked, who is the 
Lord, that I ſhould ler /ſraell goe? Andſceingthe 
miracles performed by his Sorcerers,and vviſe-men, 
which were done by Aoyſes and Aron, hee per- 
ſiſtedin rebellion againſt God, and cruelty ouer his 
people ; and albeit the Enchaunters perceauing 


their 
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their skilltofayle, when they could not turne tie 
duſt into Lyce, wereenforced to ſay vnto him, this 
is the finger of God, and he ſaw the Lyceto be 0- 
uer his land, vpon man and beaſt, the morraineto 
fall vpon the cattell, the plagueot ſores vpon the 
people, and thunder, and haile, and ng vp- 
on the ground, whereby men, beaſts, hearbs, and 
trees, were ſmitten and broken to peeces, and 
Graſhoppers ſtrange and innumerable, to couer 
the ground , andto deuoure whatſocuer was left, 
and darknes by the ſpace of three dayes, to beinall 
| the land of Egipt ; that nota man during that time, 
could ſcean other, or riſe vp from theplace where 
| he was; yet God being willing toget honour of 
| him, he hardned his hart ſo as he ſtill purſued 1ſrael, 
Bur they flying, and he purſuing, the Sea was diui- E%% "+: 
ded and brought together againe,that 1/reell might Th* 87e2: 
eſcape, and hee be drowned with all his Hoaſt, God in de- 
V Vhich varicty ofgreeuous puniſhments,partly by ſcring Tt 
baſe and conetmptible creatures,and partly by fear- ,,,,hing 
full & vnuſuall meanes inflicted,is an argument that Pharaoh 
God is able ſondry wayes, and can vſe as well the 
leaſt, and moſt lilly inſtruments, asthe greateſt, and 
moſt terrible weapons, to puniſh the ſinnes of men, 
and amongſt mento pull downe the pride of the 
higheſt, and to ouerthrow the ſtrength of the grea- 
teſt, and that he ſo doth, to make it knowne, thar 
noneis like vnto him inall the carth: and where 
the Sea was made dryland, and the ſame the bot- 
| tome of the Sea againe , it appeareth that both n 
l bes an 
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and land are readie toexecute his wil,and ſerve to 
ſhew his power,no leſle in deſtroying his enemies, 
then in preſerving hischoſen ; howe poore, hovve 
weake, how diſtreſled ſoever . V Vherſore the I(- 
raclites being afraid when the Philiftines went vp 
againſt them, and havingno hope by their owne 
ſtrength to eſcape, being vnarmed and altogether 
vnprouided , they faide to Samuel, Ceaſe not to crie 
wnto the Lord our God, for vs, that he may ſaue vs out 
of the hands of the Philiſtines. They then comming 
to fight againſt Iſraell, and having full aſſuraunce 
of viQorie, not ſeeing a manto drav a weapon, or 
to lift vp his hand againſtthem , as Samnell offered 
the burnt offeting vnto the Lorde, the Lord thun- 
dred with a great thunder out of heaven vpon the, 
and ſcattered them, ſo asthey were purſued and 
ſlaine before Iſrael, Tehoſophat in like {ort;the chil- 
dren of £ Moab and Ammon, comming with a great 
multitude to bartaile againſthim, was diſmaied,for 
hee ſaw nothing inhim and his, able to withſtand 
ſo mightie and many enemies. Hetherſore ſought * 
the Lord,and ſet his eyes toward him ; wholaying 
ambuſhments againſt the children of Ammon, Mo- 
ab, and Mount Seir, which were comming againſt 
Tudah,cauſed them to ſlay and deſtroy one another, 
So by the ftrange working, and mighty power of 
the Almightie,the enemies of 1udah, were kylled 
of themſelues; theyr owne hands ſeruing,nay ſtri- 
ving, to cut theyr owne throates. Senacharib inua- 
ding 1udeh, and belteging the ſtrong Citties, and 
| thinking 
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thinking ro winne them for him ſelte, proudlic 

- vaunted what Nations he had overcome, and ſpa- 

red not blaſphemouſly both to ſpeake and write a- 

eainſt the Lord God of Iſraell . - But Heſechias the 

King, andthe Prophet 1ſatah, praying againſt him, 

and crying to heauen , the Lord ſent an Angell 

which deſtroyed all his valiant men, and the Prin- 

ces and. Capraines of the Hoaſt, ſo as he returned 

with ſhame into his land and being come into the 

houſe of his God, they that cameforth of his owne 

| bowels, ſlew him there with the ſword . Infinite 

| it were to rehearſe the notable examples of Gods 

wonderfull workes remembred, throughout the 

whole volume of holy Scripture, both in the con- 

fuſion of the rich and mighty, being wicked, and 

preſeruation of the poore and weake, being godly: 

they are cuery where to be reade in the Hiſtory of 

the Prophets, Iudges, and Kings, and as well in 

the time, asbeforethe comming of Chriſt. V Vher- 

fore, leauing the ſame tothe view of all, which of 

all lye open to be ſeene, I will of much remember
